Charatter hath been of antient 
rather than of common uſe, and 
after it was once diſcontinued for 
the ſpace of an hundred years, 
was reſtored (as Gregorius the 
Maphrinus of the Eaſt ſaith) 
in the year 1299. by Mar Jo- 
hannes Byhop of Carthaman, 
who learnt it by ſearch and com- 
paring of Manuſcripts , and 
taught it unto his Nephews; Fe one 
of whom, Emanuel by name , 
arrived at the higheſt perfe Han 
in the writing of that Charafer 
that ever any on? attained unto, 
2s the ſaid Maphrinus m bis 
Eccleliaſtical Hiſtory reports.

and others have made bold, even 
, to temerity and preſumption, in 

ſwelling up their Hiftory above a 
due frze, with the recital of que- 
ftionable, if not falſe and incre- 
dibls Miracles, ſeeming by the 
beſt conſtruffion that can be made 
of their ſo deing, to endeawour, 
| under the notion of a pious Cou- 
fenage, to obtrude the belief of 
them

them on the credulity of ſome 19n0- 
rant Age$not long ſince paſt hich 
are now ſhamefully diſcredited by 
a more diſcerning Generation, and 
ſeem to be exploded by the preſent 
Biſhop of Rome, who (as & gt- 
wen forth) rates queſtioriable Mi- 
racles as falſe Money, put in to 
fill the Bag, though it adds lit- 
tle or nothing to the value of the 
Sum; but ſuch is the likelihood 
of this Natrative, /o well apree- 
mg with the Conſent and Appro- 
bation of other authentick Wri- 
ters, and the Credit of the Au- 
thor, fo ſober and grave in what 
be relates concerning this Subjett,

Belief of what he delivers ; only 
this obſerve, that this Author e- 
refts the Scheme q the Croſs in

ry ſo high an Elevation, as it 
doth in the Romiſh Ritual, it can 
give no diſcontent to that Church, 
who can find nothing therein 
blameable ; nor to the Church of 
England, with whom the Sig- 
nature of the Croſs is of ſs w. I 
brated a uſe in the Sacrament of 
Baptiſm.

Then the Empreſs com- 
manded, and they took him 
out, and he went to the ve- 
ry place, although he was 
not well aflured that it was 
there. 

And 7adas railed his voice 
in the Hebrew tongue; and 
ſaid, Lord, who made Hea- 
ven and Earth at his beck, 
if it be thy plcaſire, that 


| Jeſus the Son of Mary {ſhould 


reign, perform for us this Mt- 
racle, as thou didſt hear /1:- 
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ſes thy Servant, & didi{t thew 


unto him the Bones of Jo- 

eþþ; to ſhew unto us this 
hidden Treaſure, and cauſe 
to aſcend from this place a 
perfume of rich Odour, that 
I allo may beheve in the 
Crois of thy Chriſt, and may 
declare that he is-a King for 
CVCr. 

And when Fudas prayed, 
{ttraightway there was thun- 
cer i that place, 'and much 
incenſe of Aromaticks eva- 
porated on every fide, and 
great wonder took hold on 
Judas, and he clapped his 
hands together , and lifted 
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up his voice, and ſaid, Thou 
art  traly Chriſt the Re- 
deemer of the World, I beg 
of thee, O Chriſt, make me 
equal , and join me, and 
bring me to thy Servant 
Stephen my Brother. 

And when 7udas had ſaid 
theſe words, he took up I-

{es hidden, and Fudas took

of our Lord ? He ſaid, I 
] do not know ; the ſhe laid 
them in the nuddle of the 
City, and when ſhe expect- 
ed to ſee in them the Glo- 
ry of God, and it being the 
ninth hour of that day, be- 
hold, there was a young man 
dead, whom they carried 
ON Aa Bier, going to his Se- 
pulchre , and when he ſaw 
this, he immediately re- 
Joyced, and ſaid unto them, 
Now, my Lady, thou ſhalt

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ſee the Power of the Crotb, 
and the Glory that is hid 
therein. Then he made 
them to let down the Bier, 
and he took up every one of 
the Croſles, and laid them 
on the Bier , and when the 
third Croſs came to be pla- 
ced on the Corps, the young 
man arole immediately. 
Then Satan, the enemy, cry- 
ed with a loud voice, and 
ſaid , Who is this, which 
doth not permit me to take 
thoſe Souls that are mine ? 
Wo 1s me by reaſon o. thee, 
Jcius the Nazarene! and 
for that thou haſt revealed 
D 4 againſt 
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againſt me thy Croſs which 
was hidden: Wo is me from 
thee, Judas! what 1s this 
that thou haſt done againſt 
me? formerly thou madeſt 
the world' to {in by the 
hand of Judas, and now by 
the hand of 7udas, behold 
I am perſecuted from hence.

And when the Emprets 
heard theſe words, ſhe ad- 
mired the Power of God , 
and the true Faith of 7udas, 
and {triftly gave order con- 
cerning the Wood of the 
Croſs, and ihe cauſed to

Silver, and pur it therein, 
and depoſited it in that 
Church which was built in 
Golgotha : And ſhe called for 
Euſebius Biſhop of Rome, and 
he gave unto Judas the 11g- 
nature of Baptiſm, and cal- 
led him by the baptiſmal 
name of Kuriacus, and laid 
upon him the Hand of a 
Biſhop , and placed him mn 
the Gity of Heruſalem;, and 
then Hellen the Empreſs 
commanded, that the 7ews, 
who did not believe in 
Chriſt, ſhould be perlſecut- 
ed, and at that time the

Jews were driven from the 
land of Fheruſalem. 


Moreover , Kuriacus made 
great inquiſition concerning 
the Nails of the Croſs, and 
he -prayed unto God, and 
there appeared unto him a 
glorious Sign, like Lighten- 
ing, on the place of the 
Croſs, and the Nails appear- 
ed in the Duſt; and he ap- 
proached with reverence , 
and took them up, and pre- 
ſented them to the faith- 
ful Empreſs, and ſhe re- 
ſolved in her mind, to 
make of them an Orna- 
ment

ment for the Emperours 
Armour, and for the Bri- 
dle of his Horſe; and ſhe 
ſent for a skilful- Artificer, - 
of a good report , and 1aid 
unto him, Take theſe Nails, 
and make a Signiture on 
the Emperours Armour , 
and on the Bridle of hus 
Horſe, that it may be a 
Preſervative for the Em- 
perour ;' for it behooved, 
that this Writing of the 
Prophet ſhould be fulfil- 
ſed ,, that there ſhall be at 
that time on the Horſes 
Bridle Holineſs ts the Lo2d 
Almighty. 


Then 
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Then Hellen the faithful 


Empreis reigned 1n Fle- 
ruſalem, and commanded , 
that there ſhould be: a 
Commemoration of the 
Croſs on the fourteenth of 


September.

the Faith; they being then 
Gentiles, and very troublelom 
to the Roman Provinces,which 
when he had ſignified. anto 
Theodora the Faithful Em- 
preſs, he affected her with 
very great joy, and ſhe de- 
clared the matter to the 
Emperor, and beſought him 
that he would be 1ſolicitous 
with her for the ſending of 
7ulanus thither ; but the Em- 
peror was more deſirous to 
tend the Biſhop of Chalcedon 
on that Errand, and deſ1gn- 
ed

ed Nuntioes, furniſhed with 
Gifts and Pomp, to the King, 
of the Nubidians; which when 
the Emprels perceived, ſhe 
ſent 7ulianus with tpeed, and 
wrote an Epiſtle to Docs 
Tvehedenfs 5 of this tenor ; 


T and the King have determ- 
netl with our ſelves to fend Nun- 
r102s unto the Nubidian Na- 
tron; and behold, 1, for my part, 
have ſent Julianus, and the 
Emperor he is to ſend others with
